Energy Conservation Measures Result in Savings 


' part of both the new construction 
and the upgrades on existing 
facilities, Redeemer has been identifying 

and implementing ways to increase 

the energy efficiency of its campus. In 
January, a report prepared by Ralph 
Hart, Redeemer's former Physical Plant 
and Security Director, highlighted 
‘wentynine recently completed projects 
that included an energy conservation 
component. 

‘The report notes that energy 
conservation may not be the primary 
reason for undertaking a project, 
but that increased efficiency is often 
welcome secondary benefit to the 
project. For example, obsolete spot lights 
in the dorms needed to be upgraded 
because they were breaking frequently 


and not providing adequate light. The 
new fluorescent fixtures that were 
installed - over 550 in 43 dorms — not 
only improved the lighting and the 
dorms’ appearance, but they will also 
save Redeemer an estimated $8,500 a 
year. Other lighting improvements, as 
well as upgrades in insulation, heating, 
and plumbing, and the switch to more 
efficient equipment will save Redeemer 
‘over $40,000 in energy costs each year. 
‘As Redeemer's campus ages — it was 
‘constructed in 1986 ~ there will be 
more need to upgrade facilities and 
‘equipment, By actively secking ways to 
incorporate energy savings, we strive to 
‘be good stewards of the dollars that are 
‘entrusted to us and fo the environment 
{for which we are all called to care. 8

ince 1987 the Redeemer Foundation has offered a 


forgivable loan program (FLP) that has helped many 
Redeemer students and their families to meet the high cos of 


university education, The program has 
‘been funded by donations from hundreds 
‘of Foundation supporters. 

‘The FLP was established using the 
‘Canada Revenue Agency's (CRA) own 
criteria for such programs, and was 
reviewed and found acceptable by the 
agency on several occasions over the years. 
Major changes were made to the program 
by the Foundation in 2003 in order to 
‘meet new CRA criteria for charitable 


donations and ensure the program was in full compliance with 
the law, Despite this, at the end of 2004 the Hamilton Tax 
Services Office of GRA decided that the FLP was not a valid

and frustration this situation has caused for some supporters, 
the Foundation is also thankful for the understanding and

(Papal encyclicals are official writings sent 
by the Pope to Catholic bishops around 
the world to articulate authoritative 
Catholic teaching on a number of issues.) 

Ichas been my task, a8 a Reformed 
historian, to introduce a seminar of approximately twenty 
students to the writings of John Paul, We read through the 
cencyclicals, we analyze, and we probe. We raise questions, from 
«Protestant perspective, about distinctly Catholic positions 
‘on the authority of tradition as well as the role of works and 
‘of Mary in salvation, for example, What we learn as well, is 
something about the extraordinary way in which the writings of 
John Paul can help us as a Reformed university, and Christians 
from many traditions, to learn how to engage our culture with 
the claims of Christ. 

John Paul was a Pope who was not first ofall a church. 
‘bureaucrat but a pastor and an evangelist, What is distinctive 
in the varied writings of John Paul is their strong evangelical 
flavour, They represent a return to the Scriptures as the starting 
point for dealing with every human question. One of the 
striking things about his writing isthe direct way he based his 
teaching on the Bible. His important encyclical, The Splendour 
of Truth, begins with a long exegesis of the rich young ruler

Everybody Move! is a workbook, CD and 
DVD full of ideas, activities and demonstrations on how to get 
even a few minutes of vigourous exercise in every day. 

‘The workbook identifies fun and interesting ways to be 
physically active, in all kinds of environments, often with litle 
‘or no specialized equipment. The CD contains a number 
‘of songs that can be used with specific exercises, or just as 
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in Matthew 19 asking Jesus what he must do to inherit eternal 
life. Flowing out of this biblical exposition is a call to recognize 
that truth is not the product of the human imagination, which 
changes constantly, but is anchored in God's word, seen most 
clearly in the person and claims of Jesus Christ. Further, John. 
Paul taught, humans can find happiness and freedom only in 
Jesus Christ. 

‘The voluminous writings of John Paul can be seen as an 
outworking of one of the basic documents of the Second 
Vatican Council (1962-1965), Pastoral Constitution of the Church 
{in the Moder World. In it, the Council taught that Jesus Christ 
reveals both the face of God to the world and the meaning of 
human existence. This theme can be seen throughout John, 
Paul's writings, Whether he wrote about political freedom, 
‘economics, or sexual ethics, John Paul pointed out that men 
and women have been created to live in solidarity with each 
other, in communion with God. His writings call into criticism 
all human systems that do not acknowledge God or accord 
true freedom to human beings. For this reason, he criticized 
both Marxism and western materialism for undermining the 
true human destiny to live justly, in communion with God, In 
the issues of abortion, euthanasia, and genetic engineering, he 
called people to choose for a “culture of life,” and to turn away 
from a “culture of death.” 

‘One of God's gifts is that He allows us to use the writings of 
John Paul Il, a Catholic Pope, to help students in a Reformed 
‘university to learn more deeply how to engage and challenge 
the claims of the secular world in the name of the Lamb of 
God king over all.
